To the School Board and Citizens of the Landaff 
School District: 


I herewith submit my thirteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 


YVhe total enrollment in Blue School last year was 
22. The average membership was 17.5 and the per- 
cent of attendance was 88.2. There were 14 pupils 
attending Lisbon Elementary School and 11 attending 
Lisbon High School. 


The enrollment in Blue School this year is 24. Sev- 
enteen pupils are attending Lisbon Elementary School 
and 14 are attending Lisbon High School for a grand 
total. of 55 Landaff children enrolled in the public 
schools. 


Your teacher, Mrs. Pearl Sunbury, is completing 
her third year at Blue School. She retires in June. I 
wish to thank Mrs. Sunbury for her good work and 
excellent cooperation. 


Kvery year the United States, country wide, is los- 
ing more teachers than it is gaining. About 90,000 
leave the profession and only 50,000 new graduates 
come in, a net loss of 40,000, for which there are now 
few replacements. Rural schools are first to suffer be- 
cause few teachers will take a multiple grade position 
when there are so many single grade jobs available. 


Landaff received more State Aid this year. The 
amount was $5,714.18 as compared with $4,047.23 the 
year before. 


Repairs were made on the Ireland and Scotland 
Schools as voted at the last school meeting. The Ire- 
land School is newly shingled with black asphalt shin- 
gles. The Scotland School doors and windows were 
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boarded up. The Youth Group meet in the Ireland 
School, under the direction of Miss Betty Huber. The 
group shows fine spirit and takes part in many com- 
munity affairs and finances the maintenance of the 
building. 


I wish to thank the School Board and the many 
interested townspeople who help the children with their 
educational activities.
